Nixon  Mounts  Crime  Fight 


WASHINGTON  (AP)-Mapping 
a S6 1 million  war  against  organized 
crime.  President  Nixon  suggested 
to  Congress  Wednesday  that  Mafia 
chiefs  might  be  crippled  financially 
through  use  of  antitrust  laws. 

Implementation  of  this  rather 
novel  idea  for  striking  back  at  top 
mobsters  through  legitimate 
businesses  they  take  over,  said 
Nixon,  could  “strike  a critical  blow 


at  the  organized  crime 
conspiracy.” 

The  suggestion,  to  be  pursued  by 
the  executive  branch,  was  part  of  a 
broad  anticrime  package  Nixon 
outlined  in  a special  message  that 
incorporated  his  own  ideas  plus 
warmed-over  suggestions  from  the 
Johnson  administration.

“moral  and  legal  subversion  of  our 
society,”  Nixon  proposed  a $25 
million  increase  in  appropriations 
to  combat  organized  crime.  This 
would  make  a total  of  $61  million. 

Nixon  said  his  administration 
will  use  wiretaps  against  major 
racketeers,  will  establish  20 
racketeering  field  offices  in  major 
cities  and  will  set  up  a pioneering 
federal-state  racket  squad  in  New 
York  City  because  of  “heavy 
concentration  of  criminal 
elements”  there. 

The  President  called  for  a new 
law  granting  immunity  to  witnesses 
in  big  crime  cases,  and  an  increase 
in  the  federal  occupational  tax  of 
professional  gamblers  from  $50  a 
year  to  $1,000.  Justice 
Department  sources  said  the 
administration’s  draft  proposals 
were  designed  to  overcome  federal 
court  objections  to  past  legislation 
in  those  fields. 

In  addition,  Nixon 
recommended  new  legislation  to 
make  bribery  of  police  or  local 
officials  a federal  crime  when 
illegal  gambling  promoters  are 
responsible  for  the  corruption. 

“For  most  large  scale  gambling 
enterprises  to  continue  operations 
over  any  extended  period  of  time,” 
the  President  said,  “the 
cooperation  of  corrupt  police  or 
local  officials  is  necessary.” 

The  chief  executive  also  asked 
for  new  legislation  aimed  at  putting 
all  large  scale  illegal  gambling  in 
violation  of  federal  law  when  it 
touches  on  interstate  commerce. 
To  be  liable  for  federal  penalties, 
the  operation  would  have  to 
involve  at  least  five  persons  and 
have  daily  receipts  of  more  than 
%2,000  or  have  been  operating 
more  than  30  days.

Another  Open  Letter 

For  the  first  time  In  recent  history,  this  studentbody 
election  is  not  a question  of  personalities.  It  will  be 
determined  by  the  issues.  Each  student  must  oast  his 
vote  according  to  his  answer  to  the  following  question: 
Does  student  ''government''  exercise  any  significant 
authority? 

In  my  opinion,  it  has  been  repeatedly  demonstrated 
that  the  administration  neither  seeks  student  represen- 
tation on  policy-making  boards  nor  allows  students  to 
influence  their  obviously  predetermined  policies. 


ADMHS  LIMITS 

It  is  for  us,  therefore,  a question  of  admitting  the 
bounds  of  our  authority  and  working  within  those 
bounds.  By  eliminating  the  mere  functionaries — those 
who  spend  student  funds  on  student  officers — whose 
goal  it  is  to  "glorify  and  intensify  the  present  struc- 
ture," the  areas  of  legitimate  student  concern  would 
be  enhanced  by  on  increase  in  both  influence  and 
efficiency.  In  short,  the  offices  of  culture,  athletics,  aca- 
demics, and  social  (which  pays  for  itself)  vrill  be 
strengthened. 

MORE  RESPONSIBIUTY 

With  regard  to  the  carnival  atmosphere  of  elections: 
I suggest  that  the  "quadrangle  circus"  be  done  away 
with.  A more  responsible  mc^e  of  electioneering  could 
be  achieved  by  more  extensive  use  of  the  Daily  Uni- 
verse. by  taking  advantage  of  the  free  forum,  and  by 
a declaration  of  issues  before  the  assembled  student- 
body.  'Thxjsly,  a candidate  would  stand  on  his  own 
merits,  not  on  the  merits  of  the  qrirl  who  dances  for  him! 

Realizing  the  limits  of  my  authority,  I can  only 
promise  to  rechannel  heretofore  squandered  funds  into 
those  areas  which  exhibit  legitimate  concern  for  the 
studentbody  as  a whole.

Mr.  Galvin: 


I Speak  of  the  future  - the 
vacuumous  invisibility  of  the 
coming  times.  The  future  has 
one  certainty : the  total 
acceptance  by  big  business  of 
the  computer  as  a replacement 
for  the  office  worker.  Business 
has  followed  the  times,  even 
paced  the  times.  Therefore,  the 
speed,  accuracy,  and  future 
creativity  of  developing 
computers  cannot  be  denied  by 
future  business. 

The  clerk,  the  bureaucratic  non- 
entity of  business,  will  be 
replaced  by  the  complexity,  yet 
practical  simplicity  of  the 
computer.  A computer  gathers 
and  analyzes  information  faster 
and  more  accurately  than  man. 
The  memory  lock  of  any  computer 
offers  the  most  logical  answer 
to  any  given  problem  and 
theoretically  possesses  an 
unlimited  memory.  And  if  science 
can  duplicate  in  the  machine  the 
DNA  code  of  the  human,  the 
creative  thoughts  of  the  human 
could  be  synthesized  in  the 
machine. 

The  computer's  primary  code 
could  essentially  simulate  man's 
life  controlling  function 
regulated  by  the  mysterious  DNA 
amino  acids  code.  When 
research,  as  at  the  University 
of  Chicago,  refines  its  DNA 
investigation  and  applies  it  to 
cybernetics,  the  machine  could 
achieve  the  creative  function  it 
now  lacks.  Thus,  it  is  conceivable 
the  machine  could  invent  an 
item  or  develop  a thought  well 
beyond  man's  creative  limits. 

The  final  determining  force 
unfortunately  is  man's  selective 
programming  into  the  machine.

Dear  Mr.  Shelby: 

Why  should  man  fear  the 
machine?  It's  a tool  for  the 
elimination  of  drudgery  . . . 
for  freeing  people  from  limiting 
routine.  Each  more  sophisticated 
application  opens  another  door 
to  exciting  new  functions  for 
the  individual. 

As  to  business'  acceptance  of  the 
apparent  philosophical  implica- 
tions of  a machine  being  better 
talented  than  man.  let's  expand 
your  question  to  include  society 
as  a whole.  Your  suggested 
potential  of  the  machine's 
inventiveness,  after  all,  would  not 
only  affect  the  structure  of 
business  and  its  practices  but 
the  role  of  the  individual  in 
every  institution  of  the  com- 
munity-education, government, 
the  professions,  in  fact,  man's 
day  to  day  living  environment. 
Already  many  of  these  changes 
have  been  manifest. 

Think  of  the  brigades  of 
bookkeepers  trapped  through  the 
years  into  peering  from  under 
their  green  eyeshades  at 
mounting  columns  of  figures. 
With  perfection  of  the  adding 
machine  and  comptometer,  their 
working  world  assumed  a whole 
new  dimension.  No  more 
scratching  out  monthly 
statements  with  a steel-tipped 
pen.  Instead,  many  have  assumed 
functionally  more  interesting 
responsibilities  by  applying  the 
skills,  and  wider  knowledge, 
needed  to  use  these  tools.  As  a 
result,  the  individual  gained 
more  capabilities,  and  industry, 
more  capacity. 

The  computer  has  broadened  the 
horizon  much  further.  With  its 
characteristic  abilities  for 
sensing,  feedback,  and 
self-adjustment— the 
determination  of  changing 
requirements  without  human 
intervention  — masses  of  data  can 
be  digested  and  analyzed,  and 
complex  calculations  made,  to 
meet  the  needs  for  which 
it  is  programmed. 

Its  applications  already  have  had 
a profound  effect  on  almost 
every  phase  of  our  daily  lives. 
Look,  for  example,  at  its 
employment  in  teaching: 
programmed  lesson  plans  in  a 
dozen  subjects  that  permit 
student  responses,  and  Instant 
correction  of  errors,  which 
enable  uninterrupted  progress  to 
the  extent  of  each  individual's 
capacity.  And  the  day  is  not  far 
off  when  many  university 
libraries  will  be  linked  together 
In  a vast  information  retrieval 
system.  A question  fed  into  a 
machine  by  you  at  Tulane  may 
elicit  needed  data  from  memory 
locks  at  Cornell,  or 
NortHXh/evlerrl,  w Stanford. 


Its  uses  in  long-range  economic 
policy  planning  by  government 
and  business  are  infinite.  A 
projection  of  population  growth 
concentrations  five  years  ahead, 
or  twenty,  will  make  possible 
realistic  plans  for  food 
requirements,  or  housing  starts, 
or  highway  construction 
programs,  or  the  thousands  upon 
thousands  of  goods  and  services 
requisite  for  further  up-grading 
our  living  standards. 


And  what  about  the  computerized  ) 
services  touching  all  of  us  that  • jr 
already  are  taken  for  granted : 
programming  traffic  lights  to  ^ 
cope  with  rush-hour  congestion  ' 

. . . reconciliation  of  monthly  ' 
bank  statements  . . . processing  1 *' 

individual  income  tax  returns  . . . 
even  notifications  from 
insurance  companies  when 
premiums  are  due.  ;]  lH 


All  of  this  is  part  of  the 
increasingly  fast-paced  tempo  of 
our  times.  Man  now  demands 
"more",  and  he  demands  it 
"faster."  This  poses 
requirements  best  met  by  wider 
usages  of  computers,  and  in 
turn  prompts  the  need  for 
computers  with  increasingly 
sophisticated  characteristics 
to  keep  pace.

The  point  is  that  the  philosophic 
implications  arising  from  the 
economic  and  social 
consequences  of  computer 
complexes  already  has  been 
accepted  by  society. 

Paradoxically,  as  computerized 
functions  broaden,  job  losses 
don't  necessarily  follow.  To  the 
contrary,  new  fields  of 
employment  open,  and  people 
directly  affected  acquire  new 
skills  and  abilities  which  improve 
their  earning  capacities— to  the 
extent  that  each  utilizes  the 
opportunities  proffered.  Isn't  this 
a capsulated  instance  of  the 
force-drive  for  progress, 
and  man's  growth? 

No  one  really  knows  to  what 
exotic  limits  computers  can  be 
developed.  The  day  may  well 
come  when  "creative  thought" 
is  a characteristic.  But  I am 
confident  that  during  the 
intermediate  evolutionary  steps, 
man's  own  intellectual 
sophistication  will  continue  to 
outpace  the  machine,  and  assure 
control  over  a product  of  his  own 
making.  Certainly  there's  no  real 
cause  for  worry,  however,  until 
the  machine  learns  how  to 
plug  itself  in.

Still  At  USU 

LOGAN,  Utah  (AP)-NCAA- 
imposed  sanctions  against  Utah 
State  University  have  been  lifted 
for  all  sports  except  football,  USU 
President  Glen  L.  Taggart 
announced  Tuesday. 

The  NCAA  last  October  barred 
all  USU  teams  from  post-season 
activities  and  declared  the  football 
teams  ineligible  to  participate  in 
any  televised  games  under  NCAA 
control  until  “restored  to  full 
rights  and  privileges.”

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NCAA  Champions? 
Tracksters  Hope  So

Coach  Clarence  Robison  still 
hasn’t  got  the  full  team  he  hopes  to 
take  to  the  NCAA  Championship 
Track  and  Field  Meet  in  Knoxville, 
Kentucky  this  June  but  he’s 
coming  closer  to  that  goal  with 
each  passing  week. 

Thus  far  1 3 individuals  and  both 
relay  teams  have  qualified  in  12 
different  events  and  six  more  are 
waiting  in  the  wings. 

TOP  QUALIFIERS 

Leading  the  list  of  qualifiers  are 
the  Cats’  three  25-foot  plus  long 
jumpers,  Pertti  Pousi,  Jim  Blaisdell 
and  Kari  Palmen. 

Pousi  was  selected  by  Track  and 
Field  News  as  a double  winner  in 
the  long  jump  and  triple  jump, 
worth  20  points  to  the  Cougars 
should  it  come  to  pass.  Kari  Palmen 
was  picked  to  take  sixth  place  by 
the  same  publication.  Blaisdell  was 
overlooked  on  the  assumption  that 
he  would  be  ineligible  for  NCAA 
competition;  his  status  is  still 
uncertain. 

Should  Jim  be  eligible,  as  all  the 
coaches  and  team  members  hope, 
the  Cats  could  garner  20  or  more 
points  in  the  long  jump  alone. 

MANN  STILL  TOPS 

Ralph  Mann  and  Jaakko 
Tuominen  are  important  keys  to  a 
Cougar  championship  drive  this 
year.  Ralph  has  run  the  fastest  time 
in  the  nation  to  date  in  his  and 
Jaakko’s  specialty,  the  440 
intermediate  hurdles.  Jaakko  has 
not  yet  qualified  for  the  event.  His 
1969  best  is  one-tenth  of  a second 
off  the  qualifying  mark,  but  the 
coaches  are  sure  he  will  qualify. 

Tom  Bonin  and  Don  French 
both  have  qualified  in  the  120  yard 
high  hurdles.  They  could  provide 
valuable  points  by  meeting  their 
potentials. 

Christer  Celion  and  Dan 
Mendenhall,  two  seven-foot  high 


jumpers,  could  give  Oregon  State’s 
Dick  Fosbury,  Florida’s  Ron 
Jourdan,  and  Tennessee’s  Karl 
Kremser  more  than  they  bargain 
for  in  that  event.  These  three  were 
chosen  by  Track  and  Field  News  as 
the  top  three  in  the  championship 
event  before  Celion  and 
Mendenhall  had  joined  the  ranks  of 
seven-foot  jumpers. 

HOFFMAN’S  GOAL 

Mike  Hoffman,  whose  goal  in  the 
discus  is  a 190  foot-plus  throw, 
would  easily  place  in  that  event 
should  he  reach  his  goal.  The 
coaches  believe  he  will. 

Dick  Legas  and  Juhani  Nummela 
should  be  able  to  garner  more 
points  for  the  Cougars  in  the 
javelin.  Both  have  bests  near  250 
feet. 

MANY  HOPEFULS 

Neither  Gary  Tfiacker,  a qualifier 
in  the  100  and  220  yard  dashes,  nor 
Mike  Johnson,  a qualifier  in  the 
pole  vault,  are  given  much  chance 
of  earning  points  for  their  team  but 
upsets,  a part  of  every  sport,  could 
happen. 

Those  who  are  waiting  on  the 
wings  include  Steve  Bergeson,  a 
finalist  in  the  880  last  year,  his  twin 
brother  Stan,  miler  Sam  Francis, 
intermediate  hurdler  Jaakko 
Tuominen,  long  jumper  John 
Robinson,  and  quarter-miler  Gary 
Tipton. 

None  of  the  aforementioned 
athletes  have  qualified  yet  but  all 
are  close  to  the  qualifying  marks. 

CHOSEN  THIRD 

Track  and  Field  News  picked  the 
Cougars  to  tie  for  third  with 
Oregon  State  but  the  Mountain  Cat 
coaches  and  team  members  feel 
that  this  is  the  year  they  could  go 
all  the  way  to  the  top.

The  above  list  represents  only  a small  number  of 
events  sponsored  for  the  studentbody,  and  there  are 
still  numerous  areas  for  improvement.  As  studentbody 
president  I will  scrutinize  the  expenditures  of  student 
funds  to  insure  our  getting  the  most  for  our  money. 
This  means  .eliminating  extravagant  spending  and  the 
rechanneling  of  funds  into  more  constructive  areas. 

The  $180,000  alloted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  for 
student  activities  is  administered  by  student  govern- 
ment for  the  benefit  of  the  studentbody.  If  student 
government  is  eliminated,  the  $180,000  will  still  be 
budgeted  for  those  activities,  but  would  instead  be 
spent  by  the  administration.

Because  of  the  activities 
of  student  governments  in  the  past,  students  are  repre- 
sented on  the  publications  board,  speakers'  committee, 
standards,  athletic  council,  traffic  committee,  and  about 
10  others.  My  platform  advocates  the  placement  of

Stu- 
dents can  affect  change  at  this  university.  Student- 
initiated  changes  have  been  off  and  on-campus  park- 
ing solutions,  extended  dorm  and  library  hours,  courses 
added  to  the  curiculum,  some  pass-fail  courses,  and 
others.  Because  students  don't  have  ultimate  decision- 
making power  at  the  administrative  level  does  not 
eliminate  the  possibility  of  student-initiated  change. 
My  resolve  is  that  instead  of  fighting  for  autonomy, 
students  can  be  more  effectively  engaged  in  a coopera- 
tive effort  with  school  officials  to  bring  about  change. 

I solicit  your  vote;  not  as  an  advocate  of  the 
abolishment  of  student  government,  but  as  an  agent 
for  responsible  change.

Twenty  minutes  had  passed  since 
the  first  shrill  scream  from  the 
predator  call  shattered  the  cool  still 
air,  bringing  shrieking  magpies  and 
a hawk -but  still  no  coyote  or 
bobcat  could  be  seen.  Pretending 
that  a coyote  was  just  behind  a 
bush  or  tree,  1 made  one  last  call 
trying  hard  to  make  it  sound  like 
the  final  feeble  criesof  ajackrabbit 
caught  by  a hawk,  bobcat  or  some 
other  predator. 

As  the  final  squeals  faded  away,  1 
thought  to  myself,  "Nothing 
again.”  The  snow  was  cold  and  my 
legs  were  stiff  so  1 hurriedly  took 
one  last  look  over  the  opposite 
slope  before  standing  up. 

One  minute  there  was  nothing 
but  trees  and  snow  on  the  other 
side  of  the  canyon,  some  1 7S  yards 
away.  The  next  minute  a 
good-sized  coyote  was  walking 
down  the  slope.  He  stopped  in  a 
clearing  and  sat  down  looking 
toward  the  ridge  where  Paul 
Proctor  and  I sat-breathless  and 
stunned  with  surprise. 

The  idea  of  calling  in  a predator 
with  the  use  of  a call  has  been 
around  for  quite  a few  years,  but  it 
has  only  been  in  the  last  10  to  15 
years  that  the  sport  has  become  so 
popular. 

Basically  the  idea  is  to  imitate 
the  screams  of  a cottontail  or 
jackrabbit  which  has  just  been 
caught  by  a coyote  or  some  other 
predator.  The  sound  is  a shrill 
scream  of  fear  and  pain.  Predators 
have  learned  that  such  a sound  may 
mean  dinner  if  they  get  there  fast 
enough  and  are  strong  enough  to 
steal  the  rabbit  from  its  captor. 

in  areas  such  as  parts  of  Arizona 
where  the  predators  do  not  have  so 
much  contact  with  man,  it  is  not 
uncommon  for  a caller  to  only  call 
once  or  twice  before  several 
coyotes  almost  run  him  down  in 
their  excitement  to  get  to  the  food. 
Utah  is  usually  notthis  productive. 

The  basic  techniques  in  calling 
are  not  difficult  to  learn.  There  are 
many  good  calls  on  the  market 
today  plus  records  and  recordings. 

The  idea  is  to  find  an  area  where 
there  are  predators  (one  of  the 
most  important  points!)  and  then 
pick  a spot  where  you  can  see  for 
some  distance  and  where  the  wind 
will  be  blowing  from  the  animals 
toward  you.  Quietly  dropping  over 
the  top  of  a hill  and  then  calling 


down  on  the  other  side  into  the 
valley  is  an  ideal  method  of  calling. 

Be  sure  that  you  do  not  sit  right 
on  top  of  the  hill  but  rather  move 
down  it  a tittle  and  then  sit  in  front 
of,  not  behind,  a bush.  If  you  do 
not  use  some  type  of  camouflage 
clothing  or  if  you  move  around 
while  calling,  your  chances  of 
calling  in  anything  are  greatly 
reduced. 

The  actual  act  of  calling  is  not 
difficult.  No  two  professional 
callers  make  the  same  sounds  or 
call  in  the  same  pattern  or  way.  If 
you  can  make  sounds  with  the  call 
which  are  filled  with  fear, 
trembling  and  fright -not  just  a 
trumpeting  monotone-you  will 
have  success.  Listening  to  a record 
(obtained  at  local  sports  stores)  is  a 
big  help. 

Most  callers  call  three  to  four 
times  in  the  first  five  minutes 
calling  for  about  30-45  seconds  and 
then  waiting  for  about  half  a 
minute  before  calling  again.  After 
the  first  five  minutes,  the  caller

In  Utah,  areas  around  Delta  and 
south,  the  northwestern  corner  of 
the  state  and  any  place  where 
population  of  rabbits  are  present 
can  be  productive,  though 
professional  trappers  have 
substantially  reduced  predator 
populations.  No  caller  brings  in  a 


predator  every  time  so  stick  with  it 
and  have  fun!
